As discoverer and developer of Chiropractic Basic Methods, Dr. Logan has won 
national as well as international reputation for advanced methods of correcting body dis- 
tortions by realigning subluxated vertebrae and maintaining them in their_ normal positions. 

Plans, now complete, for a new and modern school building to be fully equipped 
for teaching and research in Chiropractic, attest to the growth of his College and the in- 
ternational approval given to his methods 

Because of his farsightedness these building plans will proceed to completion when 
the war is over—a monument to the man who dared to apply scientifically 
mechanical facts for the correction of disease in the human body.

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LOGAN BASIC COLLEGE FALL ENROLLMENT SEPTEMBER 5th 


The Logan Basic College teaches a four years of nine months course, com- 
pleted in 36 months. Two vacations are allowed each year, two weeks each in 
August and in December. 





The Logan Basic College curriculum is of the highest standard; a total of 5100 
45-minute hours are required. A complete schedule of subjects taught can be had 
by writing for the College catalog. 


The student's health is of paramount imporiance and, upon enrollment, every 
student receives a complete physical examination, including X-ray. His person- 
al care in the College Clinic is under supervision of the faculty. A minimum of 
three adjustments per week is required for all students. Re-take X-rays are 
made every 90 days to prove the efficacy of the procedure and to prove to the 
students the great value of Chiropractic. No additional charge is made for this 
personal health care. Wives and children of students enrolled receive the same 
care for a very minimum charge. 


Tuition is payable every three months in advance. This payment is $105.00, 
the average tuition being $35.00. 


The College station car meets all students upon arrival, and luggage stickers 
are sent each student in order that he will be recognized at the depot. It is there- 
fore advisable that all students notify the College of their arrival time and mode 
of tremsportation. 


A good educational foundation is essential to building the necessary con- 
fidence for a chiropractor. It is best gained through sufficient knowledge, over 
a longer period of time. The end result will prove the value of very thorough 
training. The faculty of the Logan College is of high standard. Internship in the 
College Clinic for 20 months gives the student the necessary foundation for of- 
fice practice. 


Classes are held from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m., leaving afternoons free for part time 
work. Part time employment for students of Logan College is not only advisable, 
but helps to fill the present day need for help. Student help is used almost ex- 
clusively in the care of the campus and college generally. There are many op- 
portunities for employment in St. Louis for the student preferring to work else- 
where than on the campus. 


Application for enrollment should be made 30 days before enrollment. Ap- 
plication blanks will be sent upon request. High school diploma or its equiv- 
alent is necessary for entrance. 


Reservations for rooms will be made for students uoon acceptance of their ap- 
plications. Rooms are reserved on the campus until all available space is ta- 
ken, then rooms are arranged for near the campus. Early enrollment provides 
for reservation of space on the College grounds.

A part of this is specially designated 
to purchase the cornerstone, which 
will contain the ashes of Dr. H. B., and 
become the last resting place of his 
mortal remains on the grounds he 
loved so well. 


More Room Urgent 


It has been evident for months that 
when the war is over, the Logan Col- 
lege, as it stands today, will be en- 
tirely inadequate to accommodate the 
new classes. At present the school is 
crowded to capacity with over sixty 
students, and more about to enter in 
the next class. So the new building is 
mandatory to the Logan School for 
continued progress. 


Non-Profit Charter 


The Logan family, or their heirs, can 
never own the Logan School property. 
This was brought out in a talk by Dr. 
Vinton Logan who read from legal pa- 
pers filed with the state of Missouri, by 
Dr. Hugh B. Logan, in which it specifi- 


| cally states that the physical property 


of the school is operated on a Non- 
Profit Charter and can never become 
the property of the Logan family ac- 
cording to the laws of Missouri. Fur- 
ther, in case the Logan family discon- 
tinued all connection with the school, 
the trustees would meet and convey 
the assets to another school of like 
teachings. If the trustees could not 
agree on the disposition of the prop- 
erty it would be the duty of the state 
of Missouri to step in and tum the 
physical assets of the school into a 
fund for the use of other “non-profit’’ 
institutions in the state of Missouri. Dr. 
Vinton Logan wanted this one point 
clear, that in contributing to the new 
Memorial Building, no one was con-

For approximately 18 years, grad- 
uate chiropractors have been studying 
Basic procedure in postgraduate 
classes.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 1948 LB.T.R.. ASSEMBLY 


DR. LOGAN LAYS CORNERSTONE 
AT MEMORIAL BUILDING 

Dr. R. E. (Bob) Hartong, San Antonio, 
Texas was elected President; The Stat- 
ler Hotel was chosen for the 1949 As- 
sembly; Dr. Vinton Logan laid the 
Comerstone at the Dr. Hugh B. Logan 
Memorial Building on the College 
Campus, and the IBTRI gave the 1948 
Educational Program its unanimous ok 
as the most instructive ever held at 
our annual Assembly. 

These are the highlights of the 1948 
Assembly which closed Friday, June 
18th, at the De Soto Hotel in St. Louis. 


PROGRAM UNIQUE 

The program this year was a unique 
departure from anything ever attemrt- 
ed in the past. Dr. Logan, last year, 
decided that less oratory and more ac- 
tual teaching of the new advancements 
in Basic Technic was rieeded to send 
the practitioners home with something 
worth while. With this in mind the en- 
tire Assembly was divided into four 
groups and assigned to four different 
meeting rooms in the hotel. 

Starting Tuesday morning, June 15th, 
Group A attended lectures and instruc-
